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Best of years? 

Glenn Rockets assemble explosive grid arsenal

Although Westland John Glenn High School 
football coach Chuck Gordon apparently 
landed on the wrong foot and is recuperating 
from a serious leg injury after a skydiving 
mishap, the veteran coach is hoping that his 
team gets off to a fast start Friday night in the 
season opener against Detroit Murray Wright. 

Gordon suffered a broken leg in the para- 
chute jump and is looking at his team on 
crutches from the sidelines. What he sees on 
the field is probably one of the best assemblage 
of Rocket grid talent in recent years. 

Western Lakes Conference coaches pick the 
Rockets to finish first in their division. 

‘Tm O.K.,” said Gordon when questioned 
about the skydiving incident. “But I would pre 
fer not talking about it because it may distract 
from the kids and the season.” 

Will the injury hamper his coaching efforts? 

“No, not really. I am fine.” 

Gordon is in his 17th year as head coach and 
his 1992 edition finished with an enviable 7-2 
record. However, that record did not earn the 
Rockets a berth in post-season play. 

This year the Westlanders hope to rectify 
that miscarriage of justice.

With twins - Derek and Bryan Besco who are 
6-1, 195-pounds - returning to the Rocket lineup 
and a host of sturdy veterans such as tackles 
Tom North (5-10, 250), Matt Schwartz (6-1, 250), 
guards Jim Lock (5-9, 180) and Geoff Miodowski 
(6-4, 240) also in the fold, Glenn has the appear- 
ance of an unbeatable team. 

But the proof is in the play. They will have to 
prove that they are the best on the gridiron. 

“I know they have picked us to win our divi- 
sion,” said Gordon. “But everybody I’ve seen 
this year look bigger than we are. The division 
and the conference have a lot of balance this 
year.” 

The Rockets will have Brian Morrison, a 5-8, 
150-pound senior handling the quarterbacking 
chores this season. And he is an excellent pas- 
ser and can make things happen on the turf. 


Making his starting debut at tailback will be 
Tariq Horne, a rugged senior who has plenty of 
speed. Fullback is Jeromey Cosby (5-10, 195). 

The Besco twins also will be utilized offense 
with Derek as split end and Bryan a wide re- 
ceiver. Mike Bint, a 6 3, 210-pound senior, is the 
tight end for the Rockets. 

There are other heavyweights on the Rocket 
roster. Center Tony TaBone checks in at 200 
pounds while defensive tackles Jim Tenant and 
Jason Batchelder tilt the scales at 210-plus. The 
nose guard, Jason Fuller is 6-1, 250-pounds of 
dynamite. 

The Rocket secondary consists of seniors 
Matt Howton (5-9, 150), Dave Irwin (5-8, 150) and 
juniors Brent Washington (6-1, 160) and Jake 
Henry (5-8, 140). 

Punter Steve Heuer, a senior, should give the 
Rockets a potent kicking game. 

Has pay to play hurt Glenn. 

“No, not really,” says Gordon, who added that 
the “team’s attendance has been outstanding. 
All of our kids and our staff are working hard to 
make this a successful season.” 

And maybe one that the Rockets will never 
forget 

Incidentally, Glenn plays host to Murray 
Wright with kickoff scheduled for 7:30 p.m. 

The Detroiters, a 54 team a year ago, also

Howton: This will be a year 
of testing for Wayne Memorial

This will be a year of tests for Wayne Memo- 
rial High School gridders who, like their coun- 
terparts at Westland John Glenn, Plymouth 
Salem and Plymouth-Canton, begin the 1993 
campaign with a pay-to-play anchor around 
their helmets. 

The pay-to-play crisis is only one of a series of 
tests for his team pointed out Chuck Howton, 
who begins his eighth season as the Zebras’ 
head coach Friday night at Adrian. 

“There is not a lot of depth on this team in 
the first place,” Howton said, “and having to 
pay to participate definitely isn’t helping. Un- 
fortunately, some of these kids also had a simi- 
lar experience as freshmen.” 

To defray the costs of sports, Wayne-John 
Glenn athletes are being asked to pay $167 per 
athlete per sport to participate. The Plymouth- 
Canton School Board was scheduled to meet 
Monday night to decide whether to eliminate 
sports for the 1993-94 school year if funds were 
not found to finance the varsity programs. 

Howton and the Zebras are coming off of 
their best season in recent years. Last year, the 
Zebras posted a 7-3 record and captured the 
final Wolverine k A’ Conference title. They made 
it into the state playoffs but lost to Howell in the 
first round. 

With most of their old foes in the Wolverine 
“A” joining them, Wayne will compete in the 
newly-established Mega Conference this year. 

The new conference will be a major test for 
the Zebras who are rebuilding after losing such 
notables as All State running back Bruce Cal- 
houn and quarterback Tim Mate. 

For the first time in memory, Wayne may go 
with a freshman at the quarterback throttle. 
Howton and his staff are grooming Lorenzo 
Guess, a speedy 6-2, 165-pound exceptional ath- 
lete to lead the Zebras. 

“Lorenzo is a good leader and has a lot of 
confidence for a freshman,” said Howton. 
“WeTe banking on him that he will get the job 
done.” 

If Guess runs into trouble, Howton said the 
backup signal-caller is Scott Wetmore, 5-10, 155- 
pound athlete who saw action at the position a 
year ago. 

And don’t be surprised to see end Jason 
Overton also in the slot Overton, who missed 
most of the pre-season training because he 
played baseball w ith a team (Lincoln Park) that 
reached and w'on a national championship, has 
the credentials to be a Division I player. 

The 6-5. 210-pound senior will start at tight 
end and double as a defensive end once he gets 
into shape.

“But w r e may also use him as a quarterback,” 
Howton said. 

Also returning from the previous squad are 
Reggie McCarthy, a 5-10, 195 pound senior w f ho 
will handle the fullback and a defensive end 
slot; John Lloyd, a 5-10, 175-pound senior guard 
and linebacker; Jake Rathborn, a 6-2, 250-pound 
senior center and defensive tackle and Tony 
McGill, a linebacker-guard who checks in at 6-1, 
196. 

“These are the kids that we’re building 
around,” said Howton. “We’re on solid ground 
with them. These kids also will have to provide 
the leadership for the other members of this 
team.” 

Howton also has some good-looking players 
in fullback Corey McClelland, a 6-1, 205 pound 
w'ho will be one of the starting linebackers; tail- 
back Reggie McCarthy; flanker Aaron Bates 
(6-2, 185); and Gerald Adams, a 6-1, 160 pound 
split end. 

Other Wayne notables include tackles Mike 
Kennedy, a 6-2, 225 pound junior; Dail Griffin, 
5-10, 300 pound junior tackle wiio, according to 
the coach, “moves well for his size.” 

Because of the lack of numbers, most of the 
players probably will be working overtime this 
season. McGill, John Lloyd and McClelland will 
back up the defensive line, while joining Ken- 
nedy as a tackle on defense will be senior De- 
rek Bode, a 5-11, 215 pound athlete. 

Howton predicts Belleville will be among the 
frontrunners in the new league with alw'ays- 
tough Fordson fighting it out for top honors. 

“Belleville has a great quarterback (Ralph 
Truitt) returning and a score of lettermen,” said 
Howton. “And Fordson has football tradition 
going for it.” 

And as for Wayne, look for all nine games to 
be tough. Howton stressed. 

“In the past we had some success against 
teams like Trenton and Southgate - but they are 
not in our division this year. Instead, we will 
meet Woodhaven for the first time, and they 
play excellent football over there.”

Entrepreneur of the year capitalizes on bulk candy, snacks 




e’s the Willy Wonka of 
the 90s. 

For Sidney R. 
Rubin, president and 
chief executive officer 
of Mr. Bulky Treats and 
Gifts, the candy busi- 
ness is a consuming 
passion. 

Rubin was recently 
selected as the 
Wholesale/Retail En- 
trepreneur of the Year 
for his unending 
achievements with redefining the focus 
of Mr. Bulky Treats and Gifts. 

The awards program was sponsored 
by: Ernst and Young- Inc. Magazine; Mer- 
rill Lynch; Comerica Bank; Crain’s De- 
troit Business; the law Firm of Dickinson, 
Wright, Moon, Van Dusen and Freeman; 
Michigan Bell Small Business Markets 
and WJR Radio. 

Rubin has increased the system-wide 
sales of the company to $55 million. In 
1993, he expects to build 50 new stores 
across the U.S. 


“My background is Circus World Toy Stores,” Rubin said. 
“That was a fun business because it was all toys. There were 168 
toy stores located throughout the country. In 1982 the company 
was sold, and it was the largest privately owned retailer in the 
nation.” 

At th^t tinte, after being in the toy business for 15 years, Rubin 
said he thought he would venture into a new business, but it had 
to be fun. 


“I originally invested in many retail companies, but none 
were as much fun as Mr. Bulky had to offer,” Rubin said. “The 
original investment was not going the way I had hoped it would 
which meant I had to come in and replace the management team 
and hire a whole new management organization in 1988.” 

Mr. Bulky Treats and Gifts was originally started by two Cana- 
dian entrepreneurs. Both worked in a bulk food warehousing 
and distribution business in Toronto, Ontario. 

In 1984. Rubin purchased a minority interest in the business. 
At the same time, utilizing years of retail experience, He worked 
as a consultant to the company. 

Mr. Bulky at that time was franchising bulk food stores in 
neighborhood shopping centers including Westland Center. 
Each store offered a wide assortment of candy, nuts, coffees, 
pastas, soup mixes, flours and other food items for the consumer 
who was looking for value and variety. 

In 1987, the company grew to 15 franchise and one company 
stores. Rubin purchased the interest of the original founders 
and took over day-to-day control and management 

By 1988, he turned his focus to enclosed shopping mall store 
opportunities. During that year he opened several company 
stores, growing to 11 by the end of the year with 39 franchise 
locations. 

“I really liked what 1 saw, and I became very committed and 
devoted to building a chain of stores that would be the only one 
of its kind in the entire country,” Rubin said. “Before l began 
making the changes, the stores were selling everything from 
pasta to dog food. 

“I just didn’t think people went to a mall to buy 10 pounds of 
soup. But, I was looking for something that would capture the 
interest of somebody who was looking for a quick Fix or some

thing to snack on or graze.” 

In 1989 Rubin slowed the expansion of the stores to study the 
store concept more closely. He said he wanted to Find out why 
the stores were so popular and what improvements needed to be 
made before expanding into a national chain. 

“I narrowed the field down to something I like, which is 
chocolate and candy,” Rubin said. “So, we developed a concept 
of the candy operation.” 

What emerged from the management changes, consumer 
product studies and consultations in 1990 was a leading edge 
treat and gift retailer that centered around candies, nuts and 
snacks in bulk. At this time, Rubin also began his campaign for 
national expansion. 

The headquarters for Mr. Bulky is located in Troy which 
houses 65 employees who assist Rubin with maintaining Mr. 

Bulky’s number one status. 

Not unlike the Willy Wonka chocolate factory, the Mr. Bulky 
enterprise is divided into several management offices including 
an area for taste testing, market analysis, packaging design and 
consumer input. 

“We have warehousing facilities throughout the country,” 

Rubin said. “In our chainwide stores we have close to 2,000 
people working for us.” 

With more than 300 items located in each Mr. Bulky, what is 
the number one selling item? 

“Gummi Bears,” Rubin said. “Tearjerkers are also very popu 
lar. Basically, anything that makes your mouth turn colors are 
big sellers.” 

When looking at a Mr. Bulky Treats and Gifts store, one would 
think children are the largest consumers with all the colorful 
balloons, rainbow-colored candies and unending tantalizing va 
riety of chocolates. 

“Actually, our main customers are women 30 to 40 years old,” 

Rubin said. "It’s the women who bring their children to our 
store. Older adults primarily focus on the low-calorie type items 
of which we are known throughout the country for our wide 
selection which consists of about 100 different items.” 

Rubin said the National Diabetic .Association has listed the 
Mr. Bulky stores in their pamphlets recommending the products 
to their members. 


“It is not uncommon jn 
many of our stores to hear cus- 
tomers say T’ve traveled- 70 
miles because of your stores,!” 
Rubin said. . 

Why do all of the Bulky 
products taste so good? ! ! 

“Taste testing is done oiva 
daily basis and by itemo” 
Rubin said. “Every item that 
gets put into our stores'aFe 
tested and sampled by some- 
one. We feel that if we don’t 
like it, our customers won’t 
like it. 

“If it’s not good enough for 
us, it’s not good enough for our 
customers.” • 

The average Mr. Bulky store 
is approximately 1,300 square 
feet. There are several stores, 
however, that are close to 2,000 
square feet. 

“Those are primarily in 
areas where thousands of peo- 
ple are walking by our door eV- 
ery day. For instance 
Columbus City Center in Col- 
umbus and Mall of America in 
Minneapolis where we started 
with one store a year ago, and 
now we have two stores in th£t 
shopping center,” Rubin said. 

With the new tight budget approved by President Bill Clinton 
as well as the tax cuts approved by Gov. John Engler, does the 
small business owner have a chance to survive? 

Rubin said “most deFinitely if the individual has a product 
that will be in demand.” 

“The First thing you have to have is a good idea,” Rubin saidf. 
“If you are totally committed, then you can Find all the money to 
go into business because there is a lot of money out there to go 
into a business. 

“Finding money for a good idea has never been a problem. 
They also have to have a mission and a game plan. Chances are, 
if it works on paper, it will work out in the field.” 

Rubin said his mission and game plan when he First started 
with Mr. Bulky was to be the largest candy retailer in the U.S. 
that would offer the customer the right product, at the right 
place, at the right time and at a fair price.

On the road 

Labor Day travel increase expected 


By JOAN DYER-ZINNER

A 3-percent increase in La- 
bor Day travel is expected this 
year over the 1992 mark. 

Nearly 90 percent ot tne 
trips planned will be inside 
the .U.S., with three-fourths of 
the travel more than 100 miles 
from home, according to a re- 
cent survey. In addition, 
among those surveyed a 
chance of poor weather is not 
expected to change their 
plans. 

“More than 80 percent of 
those with travel plans said 
they would not consider can- 
celing a trip after hearing a 
weather forecast for rain or 
cool temperatures,” said Ro- 
bert Tellier, AAA Michigan 
Touring Manager. 

The survey revealed that 16

Inkster police have arrested and charged two men, one 
from Detroit, with the July 27 execution-style slaying of a 22 
year-old Westland man. 

Charles Henderson Jr., 24, of Harding Street, Detroit, and 
Lorenzo Rhea, 23, of Hickory Street, Inkster, were arraigned 
Wednesday and charged with premeditated murder, at 
tempted robbery and felony firearms. 

Henderson and Rhea appeared before visiting Judge 
John McCartney in 22nd District Court and stood mute when 
the charges were read. The court entered “not guilty” pleas 
on all three counts for both defendants and ordered them 
held in the city lockup until 9 a.m. Wednesday when a heal- 
ing will be conducted. 

Henderson and Rhea are accused of killing David Wrob 
bel Jr. during a robbery attempt, according to Detective John 
McGruder. 

Wrobbel died of a gunshot wound to the back of the head, 
according to police reports. 

We believe that the two defendants attempted to rob the 
victim, however, they decided to kill him after the victim 


apparently recognized one of the suspects." 

McGruder added that the department managed to break 
the case thanks to tips from citizens. 

Henderson was picked up at his home in Detroit while 
Rhea was arrested when he showed up at the Inkster Police 
Department with his girlfriend on an unrelated matter. 

“He was strolling around outside (the police station) with 
his girlfriend when we spotted him,” said Detective Charles 
Hines, who assisted in the investigation. “We invited him in 
here and then arrested him for murder.” 

When police arrived at the murder scene they discovered 
that the victim had no identification. The body remained in 
the Wayne County Morgue for several days until the victim’s 
father showed up at the Inkster police station and asked if 
tney had his son in custody. 

Alter questioning the father, police directed him to the 
county morgue where the senior Wrobbel later identified his 
son. 

The victim was last seen on July 27 at Middlebelt Road 
and Michigan Avenue whece his wife had apparently 
dropped him off. The victim apparently had a drug problem 
and may have been looking for drugs when he was slain, 
according to police investigation reports. 


Local 900 union bargains for more job security

As bargaining continues between the United Auto 
Workers (UAW) and Ford Motor Co., members of the Local 
900 UAW in Wayne are going to make sure their voices are 
heard during negotiations. 

Contracts for the 400,000 UAW workers expire at ll*59p in 
Sept. 14. 

Local 900 President Jeff Washington said his 5,400 mem 
bers are not only looking for better health-care benefits, but 
also better conditions in the three Wayne plants off of Michi 
gan Avenue-Ford Integral Stamping and Assembly Plant 
Michigan Truck Plant and Ford Paint Plant. 

”We have a heat problem in all of the plants,” Washington 
said. ‘‘When it’s 93 degrees outside, it’s about 115 degrees 
inside. We would like some type of a cooling system in each 
plant” 

Washington said if Ford wants a good quality product, 
conditions for the workers must also be top notch. 

“We have a very good management team here that we 
believe we can work with,” Washington said. “What we re 
also trying to do is get the 30 jobs back that were given to 
Mexico where they also build the Escort.” 

Washington said the number of jobs are being matched 
between Mexico and Wayne, however he would like to see 
more jobs return to the workers in Michigan 

\\e i e down two weeks right now.” Washington said. “Our 
workers would rather work than have to wait around. These 
are skilled individuals who want to earn their pavcheck. 

Higher pay is also a concern for the Local 900 however 


Washington said that will have to be negotiated on a national 
level. 

“If the UAW as a whole does not get what we’re looking for 
from Ford, we are prepared to go to the streets,” Washington 
said. “The other problem we’re having right now is with 
Mazda. Escort has a joint venture with Mazda, but they need 
six months advance notice for a job before they will act on it. 

1 hat means it stops production as well as prevents our mem- 
bers from working.” 

The UAW has approximately $890 million in its strike 
fund as reported by the television media which is enough to 
sustain a national strike at General Motors for at least three 
months. 

Issues to be resolved between the UAW and Ford include: 

• Ford would like hourly workers to pay higher health 
care deductibles and some of their coverage premiums. 

• The UAW wants Ford to stop moving jobs out of its plants 
and bring more work back. Ford would like a lower entry 
level pay for new employees and a longer time before se 
niority and full pay takes effect. 

• UAW officials want Ford to schedule less overtime in 
order to bring in more young workers to the plants. 

• Ford has proposed a contrart longer than the traditional 
three years with UAW members collecting lump sum pay 
meats. 

’ What we’re looking for is job security “ Washington said. 
We want security for the future, for our families.” 


The court hearing has been 
adjourned at least on four sep- 
arate occasions by 22nd Dis- 
trict Court Judge Sylvia James 
and visiting Judge Richard 
Hammer because the Wayne 
County assistant prosecutor 
could not produce DuBose in 
the courtroom to testify. 

On at least two occasions, 
the defendant McGraw, who is 
pregnant also was a “no show.” 

According to police reports, 
DuBose may not be able to tes 
tify because she “is not men 
tally or physically able to 
testify in court.” 

DuBose, who is presently 
living in a group home, “wasn’t 
able to understand questions 
put to her and when she did 
answer, it was not related to 
the question and was mostly 
incoherent,” according to the 
police report. 

On May 10, DuBose told po- 
lice that McGraw entered her 
Inkster home on the pretense 
of paying a $40 debt. She said 
that McGraw proceeded to rob 
her of $5,000 and then beat her 
over the head with a garden 
tool. The elderly woman was 
tied with rope and left to die, 
she said. 

Neighbors found DuBose 
bleeding profusely from the 
head and rushed her to a hos- 
pital. She related her experi- 
ence to the police. 

In the meantime, McGraw 
who was evicted from her Inks 
ter home, managed to appear 
on the street where DuBose 
resided and taunted the vic- 
tim. McGraw was taken into 
custody at the home of her De 
troit boyfriend and later 
charged with armed robbery. 

The court had ordered a 
bench warrant for McGraw’s 
arrest after she failed to show 
up for her hearing in 22nd Dis 
trict Court on Aug. 25. She has 
not made a court appearance 
since Aug. 11 when DuBose 
also failed to show up to testify 
against her alleged assailant 
because she was in the Univer- 
sity of Michigan Hospital for 
an undisclosed ailment

“Hefty's is a social commen- 
tary about the change of 
values. It’s about someone who 
expects defeat,” said Prusak, 
who has taught media produc- 
tion at the William D. Ford Vo- 
cational Education Center in 
Westland for more than 22 
'years. “I think, it’s a slice of 
Americana. It pays tribute to 
everyday people.” 

Prusak noted that his idea 
for the film came while dining 
at the popular Redford Towns- 
hip restaurant some 10 years 
ago. liked the family atmo- 
sphere of the neighborhood 
restaurant and obtained the 
cooperation of owner Nick 
Marabeas to film the movie 
which tells the story of a 
wealthy young man who wants 
to prove himself by breaking a 
Coney-eating record. 

The movie was filmed dur- 
ing an three-month period but 
the film took several years to 
complete while Prusak tried to 
find the time and money to fin- 
ish the project. 

In addition to teaching his 
students at the Westland edu- 


cation center filmmaking, pho 
tography and animation, 
Prusak also worked as a cine 
matographer on productions 
such as Roger and Me, Threads 
of Survival and Suite Hany. 

Prusak said his current plan 
is to limit the showing of 
Hefty's to the Belleville Ma- 
sonic Temple because it has 
been shown in film festivals 
around the country. Prusak 
won a Bronze Tally Award for 
the film at the Cincinnati Film 
Festival. 

The 46 year old filmmaker 
is currently working on a nu- 
mber of documentary produc- 
tions. One of these productions 
is about Naomi Madgett, 70, 
poet from Detroit who will be 
honored by Governor John En 
gler as ‘‘Artist of the Year” in 
October. Prusak titled this pro- 
duction A Poet's Voice. 

Another documentary 
Prusak is working on, titled.

Prusak creates his produc- 
tions at Visual Impact Cre- 
ations, a studio in Livonia 
which he co-owns with Vic 
Spicer, a former Westland resi- 
dent. 

Prusak said his work mainly 
airs on public broadcast sta- 
tions such as Channel 56. The 
filmmaker added that he just 
finished an animation com 
mercial for Express Mortgage. 

However, Prusak said, “I 
don’t do too much commercial 
productions, except animation 
- it’s therapeutic. With anima 
tion you deal with one frame at 
a time in a quiet environment. 
It’s different than live action 
films.” 

Prusak said he prefers to 
work on productions dealing 
with social issues. 

“I’m not working on dra- 
matic or commercial type pro- 
ductions now. I’m moving back 
toward social issues,” Prusak 
said.

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Kindergarteners face first day of school 


Smiles were plentiful and tears were few when 21 kindergar 
teners appeared in Susan Ebbitt’s classroom Monday afternoon 
for their first day of school. 

It was a day of crisp hairbows, colorftil ribbons, curled hair, 
new shirts and dresses and brand-new, shiny shoes. 

“I only saw a few tears, but they vanished as soon as the kids 
went into the classroom,” said Linda Richmond of Westland, a 
parent whose daughter in a member of the kindergarten class.

The youngsters received Barney-style name tags, their storage 
area displays dinosaur pictures and a chart of outstanding stu- 
dents is labled, “Dino-mite.” Andrew Eberhart of Westland 
brought a Barney bookbag with him, and even the first lesson for 
the kindergartners utilized a Barney theme. 

On each desk were cut-out paper dinosaur footprints of varied 
colors and sizes. The kindergartners grouped sizes and colors 
together, and marched around the room with their footprints in 
hand.

Local cable rates increase, decrease, remain the same

Cable subscribers nation 
wide will be seeing a change in 
their monthly service bills. 
Some may see increases, some 
decreases, and some may not 
be affected by the effort of the 
Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) to adjust ca 
ble rates so customers get ex- 
actly what they’re paying for. 

Most Westland cable cus- 
tomers will see a significant 
decrease in their monthly ca 
ble bills. 

Continental Cablevision, 
which serves both Westland 
and Dearborn Heights, has an 
nounced that subscribers with 
satellite programming as well 
as basic and/or premium chan 
nels will see little or no in 
crease in monthly charges. 
However, those without satel- 
lite service will experience at 
least a small decrease in their 
cable bills. 

The basic service rate will 
drop from $12 per month to 
$10.90 and additional outlets 
for cable viewing will drop 
from $3.95 per month to just 32 
cents. Viewers will also be 
paying a lot less for their re- 
mote control usage which pre- 
viously cost $3.95 per month 
and now is just 12 cents. 

Satellite viewers, however 
will see an increase from $8.25 
per month to $11.36 per month. 
There will also be a monthly 
charge of $1.01 for convertor 
boxes, which previously did 
not carry a monthly charge. 

Monthly rates for premium 
service, which includes movie 
and sports channels, will re- 
main at their current rates. 
Standard installation charges, 
change of service charges and 
disconnection charges will 
also remain the same. 

In Canton Township, cable 
viewers for the most part will 
also see a decrease in their 
monthly cable bill. 

“In accordance with the 
1992 Cable Act, the adjustment 
will reflect a decrease in most 
cases,” Lisa Boland, general 
manager of Omnicom Cable in 
Canton said.

Despite a new 3 percent 
franchise fee added to total 
monthly services, most people 
will pay less for their cable 
services. 

The basic cable rate will de- 
crease from $10.68 to $9.38. 
However, expanded cable ser 
vice will increase from $11.65 
to $12.83. 

Remote controls will de- 
crease from $5.34 to $1.26 and 
additional remotes will de- 
crease from $3.88 to $1.26. 

There will now be a charge 
for standard convertor boxes 
of 86 cents. Additional con 
vertor boxes will drop in price 
from $1.94 to 86 cents. Addi- 
tional outlets and video re- 
corder outlets will drop in 
price from $2.91 per month to 
17 cents per month. 

Monthly rates for premium 
service channels will remain 
the same. They will, however, 
be subject to the 3-percent 
franchise fee. 

Boland stated the new price 
structure will make some cus- 
tomers happy. 

“Generally customers with 
more services will see a de- 
crease in their rates, but cus- 
tomers with fewer services 
will be subject to an increase,” 
Boland said. 

Wayne cable viewers will 
experience a decrease in their 
full service cable rate from 
$22.40 to $20.98. Basic recep- 
tion service was $12.95. The 
new rate will be $11.60. 

“Approximately 41 percent 
will see a decrease from as low 


as 93 cents to as high as $1.08 ” 
Cablevision Industries (CVI) 
General Manger Rick Clark 
said. “Service for 15 percent of 
our Wayne customers will re 
main the same. The other 44 
percent will see an increase of 
no higher than $1.95,” Clark 
said. 

The cost of tier-one cable 
programming was $9.45 and 
the new rate is $9.38. 

“The cost for the volume re- 
mote control was $3, but now it 
will be .35 cents,” Clark said. 

The former CVI charge of 
$4.50 for additional outlets will 
be dropped completely. How 
ever, additional outlet pre- 
mium service that was 
formerly free of charge is now 
$3.25. 

Addressable remote equip 
ment which was fVee of charge 
will now cost $3.37 per month 
and non-addressable remote 
equipment, which was also 
free of charge, will cost $1.42 
per month. 

Romulus and Van Buren 
Township Omnicom cable 
watchers will have slight de- 
creases in their cable bills. 
The basic service charge of 
$9.50 will drop to $8.91, how- 
ever, expanded tier program- 
ming will be raised from $12.25 
to $12.47. 

Remote convertors will cost 
$2.38 per month in comparison 
to $3.50. The cost of additional 
outlets per month will drop 
dramatically from $5 to 29 
cents. 

Premium services, which in- 
clude movie and sports sta 
tions, will drop slightly from 
$7.95 to $7.57. 

Inkster residents will not 
see much effect from the cable 
rate restructuring through 
Barden Cablevision. 

Basic service, which was 
previously $18.50, will be 
raised to $19.39. However, ca- 
ble viewers using remote con- 
trols will be charged 25 cents 
instead of the former monthly 
charge of $3.50 per outlet. 

Premium channel prices 
will remain the same as well 
as premium channel outlets.
